WOMAN SUFFRAGE,

—— —
The Amnuni Meell.&-—- The Resolutlons and
Ontcers,

At the annual meeting of the Pennasylvania
Woman Buffrage Association yesterday the
following resolutions were adopted: —

Whereas, Government derives ils jus!
power from the consent of the governed.

Whereas, Taxation without representation
is tyranny; and,

Viereas, The women of Pennsylvania are
deprived of the exercise of their xight of
suffrage, and consequently are governed
without their consent and are also subjected
to taxalion without representation; there-
fore

Resolved, That in the name of just gov-
ernment, we demand for the women of this
Commonwenlth freedom to exercise their
right of suffrege on the same conditions as
that right is exercised by male citizens.

Hesoloed, That it is the purpose of this as-
gociation to work diligently and perseveringly
for the accomplishment of this freedom,
which, we believe, is equally important for
the well-being of the men and the women of
this Commonwealth.

Resolved, That we respectfully request of
the editors of the newspapers of this cityand
of the Ntate manly co-operation in our work,
and such aid and service as they would desire
of the controllers of the newspaper press if
they were struggling for their own political
enfranchisement.

CarerL, Nov, 7.—[Special to the New York He-
rald. }<In an loterview Bazaine made the follow-
ing statement: **In defonding myselt ngainst per-
eonil slander, | have s way of my own which hns
seldom falled me, and which 1 constder to be an
excellent one, to bo silent and leave my justitloa-
tion to the course of time., Lat Gambetta call me
o traitor to my country. I shall not answer this
babbler who never smelt gunpowder. | won't do
it, by God! Why, n reply to him woull admit his
right to sit over me; to jadge. Time will clear ap
the care and work out truth and justice, My ro-
lations with the Prussian officers are execellent.
Prince Frederick Charles svmpnathized with as in
our misfortunes, and | shall owe him my gratitode
torever. He said to me, in parting, *if your mii-
tary honor ehould ever be assalled, call npon me
to defend it.’

Correspondent—Hunger torced you at 1asS to open
negotintions?

Bazalne—Even if it had not been hunger [ should
bave doneit. One day | learned that not the Re-
rublicans but & mob ruled in Paris, Lyons and

arscilles. One day I learned that the army was
insulted, and the memory of men reviled whom [
venerate; but It was hunger and nothing but hun-
ger. You would have been mistaken were you to
think that I took the respousibility on myself.. |
acted only as the executive of the council of war,
whose members ascertained the opinions of gene-

rals, colonels and majors of the army previous o

making up their vote,

After the bread rations had been reduced from
500 1o 300, end then to 260 grammes per day, d was
informed by General Coftinieres, on Oetober U, that
the stores conld not hold out longer than a weok,
I had daily slaughtered 350 horsexs, of whioh | gave
to the people of the town. [ eslled the council to-
gether ou the 10th and again on the 12th of Ootober,
when it was upanimously resolved that by October
14 1 must commence steps of capitulation. I sent
General Boyer to the hesdguurters of IKing Wil-
llam, and his mission resulted in (ailure. Through
him | proposed to march out with my asrmy, pledge
my honor not to tight again in the war, aud to be
permitted to convence and protect the French
Chamberg against & second attempt by the mob,
or, as Bismarck named them, ““the streot loafers,’
We only wanted to de what Gambetts did—re-
establish onr loyalty by calling together the repre-
sentative body.

Correspondent—What did Bismarck say to that?

Bazaine—There (taking np a document from the
table) vou may read what was said st the confer-
ence. It is from General Boyer's report. But you
must refrain from 1|ubllallin'g t. (Bismarck seems
to have agreed to Bazaine's propositions, but Von
Moltke rejected them. He believed the Marshal
could not hinder the desertion of his troops, who
would then materially strengthen the forces of the
france-tireurs.)

Bazalne resumed—I have yet to tell you that the
council of war had expressly enjoined on me that 1
bad no authority to make a peace, which should be
#olely in the province of the government scknow-
ledgéd by the Chambers. We held another council
of war on October 15, and General Coffinieres re-

rted that the provisions wera all used up: and

hough that was really the case, I still held out
efght days longer, amidst Indescribable sutfering.
Thne last council was held on October 26, when it
wip resolved to oapitulate, inorder to save more or
less lobs of life. One of the conditions was that the
honor of the army must remain unsullied. We ob-
tained its acceptance, and our terms are better than
any allowed to troops who have capitulated during
this unlucky war,

Correspondent—Was there no chance whatever
to make your way out?

Bazaine—None. None whatever. Our artillery
horses had been slanghtered, and aiso our cavalry
borses, and the troops were despauiring. Our casu-
alties, not counting the sick and missing, amounted
inthe Rhine army to twenty-four genﬂrm 2680
offigers and 42,539 men. [ wouald not have outlived
my reputation as a soldier, nor would I as a French-
man have known that day of everlasting iguominy,
the 4th of September.

Qorrespondent—How many of the 173,000 men
who surrendered as prisoners at Metz might yet
have been called In ng;u:):)g order?

Barasine—Perhaps 00,000; but without artillery
and cavalry what oould they do agalnst Wﬂ.lm‘)ﬁn-
ponénts in the very strongest positions and fortifi-
cations.
